BRITAIN AND VENEZUELA. 



The South American Republic Not to 
Be Allowed to Overstep Her 
Boundaries. 

Britain's Answer Considered by U. 
Oilicials as a Refusal of 
Arbitration. 



London, Oct. 22.— In view of tho reports 
in circulation regarding tho attitude of 
Groat Britain toward Venezuola, the follow 
ing announcement has been made : " In 
consequence of Venezuela not offering an 
apology or reparation for the Uruana inci- 
dent, tho Marquis of Salisbury has taken 
stops to inform her ob to what reparation 
Groab Britain requires, but aa tho relutions 
botwoon tho two oountrioo wero brokon off 
somo yoars ago, tho communication was not 
sent through tho direct diplomatic channel. 
Tho document is couched in forcible terme, 
and points out that Great Britain will not 
permit Venezuela to overstep tho boundaries 
markod by tho courses of tho rivers Guiana 
and Amacura, but is willing that the ques- 
tion of the other disputed territory bo sub- 
mitted to arbitration." 

The WoatminBtor Gazette says : " Great 
Britain and the United States aro Dot going 
to be eot by the ears by a pack of Venezue- 
lans. President Clovoland knows we have 
no intention of land grabbing in South Am- 
erica, and Monroeism baa no better friend 
than the old oountry. In due time Secre- 
tary Olnoy will no doubt tell the Venezue- 
lans they oannot cxpeot the United States 
to espouse their quarrel when they deliber- 
ately presume on their limited resources to 
attempt to bluff the great power," 

Tho St. J itnoE Gazette says : "The very 
able New York Post fairly applies the term 
' blatherskite ' to tho Tribune and similar 
publications and politicians whose mouth- 
inga on Venezuelan affairs are an example of 
their habitual ubo of foaming talk. The 
United States government, however, is no 
blatherskite, and does not liaton to the' opin- 
ions of adviaera of that order. If Venezuela 
has that impression, she will do well to re- 
member the outcome between England and 
Nicaragua. Unless President Cleveland Is 
prepared to overthrow the traditions of his 
foreign policy, and begin a course of court- 
ing complications, we may be suro Vene- 
zuela will not receive moro backing than 
Nicaragua." 

The St. James Gazette adds : " Thore Is 

i reason why Venezuela Bhould derive 
moro backing than Nicaragua. Our fron- 
tier in Guiana was laid down long ago, 
and it would be absurd to ask that it 
Bhould bo questioned because the cupidity 
of the Venezuelans has been oxcited by 
the wealth of gold on our tilde. Tho ac- 
tion of tho United States government in 
presevting a request for arbitration Ib 
friendly to Venezuela and nob unfriendly 
to us ; but an attempt to enforce ib would be 
an aot of tho moat unprovoked hostility. Ib 
would be sheer folly and ignorance to drag 
the Monroe doctrine into the dispute. If 
some Americans imagine that Monroeism 
Implies the general claim of the United 
States to dlotato bb to tho relations of Euro- 
pean powers with the Spanish-American re- 
publics, that Ib no business of ours." 

Washington, Oot. 22.— OffioialB of tho 
diplomatic oorpa upon a careful reading of 
the official statement of tho British foreign 
office, aay that It Is a deoiaive rojectlon of 
the olalms mado by the Venezuelans 
and a negative answer to tho requosta 
of tho United Statea thab the aub- 
jacb be aubmitted to arbitration. 
The statement of the foreign office is said to 
sweep aside all basis of compromise or arbi- 
tration, auoh as tho United States govern- 
ment has urged, and to be a final inaiatance 
of the British sovereignty over the essential 
territory at insuo covering and commanding 
tho Bouth bank of tho Orinoco. 

Great Britain's radical stops on the Vene- 
zuelan question continuo to excite the live- 
lioBb interest in official and diplomatic 
clrcloB. Tho demand has not yot reached 
Uanicaa, rb Ib evident from the fact that 
MiniBtor Andsetdu has not heard from tho 
government on tho subject. President 
OreBpo, who has been absent from the 
capital on a vacation, haB Btarted back for 
tho purpose, it ia belioved, of filling the four 
vacanoioB in his oabinot which ocourred re- 
cently. One ol thoso now officers ia tho 
miniator of foreign affairs. There 
la no doubt entortalnod horo that 
CrespoB, the new minister, will sharo tho 
views of hia predecessors in the ministry. 
No udminiatratlon could Burvivo in Vene- 
zuela which did not make roaiatanco to Brit- 
ish aggression its foremoat polioy. 

New York, Oot. 22 —A apodal to tho 
World from London saya tho threatening 
measugo sent to Caracoas by Lord Salisbury 
was provoked by Soorotary Oinoy's protest- 
ing dospatoh upon the Venezuelan matter, 
Lord Ssliabury'a was very curb to Mr. Bay- 
ard, and romindod him that Great Britain 
was a power in America bsforo the U. S. 
were in existence.

The Deposed Japanese Minister Said to Have

THE "KUN PAI" DISASTER. 

How the Vessel Was Sank-Dreadful Appear- 
ance of the Victims. 

Shanghai, Oct. 22.— Private advioes re- 
ceived from Kinchow say that tho disaster 
to the Kun Pai occurred In the morning of 
October M, about twenty miles from Kin- 
chow.

ARMENIAN REFORMS. 

A Carefully Worded Official Communication 
Says They Are in Harmony With 
Turkish Law. 

London, Oct. 21. — An official communica- 
tion regarding tho Armenian reforms has 
been made public in Conatantlnoplo by the 
Turki8h preBB. It is carefully worded In 
order to Bhow that the reforms are in per- 
foot harmony with the existing laws, bo as 
to avoid exciting the Turks. In addition to 
roforms already known to have beon approv- 
ed by the Sultan, the communication BayB the 
inhabitants will bo proteoted by troopa when 
thoy vifllt tho mountain pastures and that 
thoy will thuB be oblo to obey thu law 
whioh provides that thoy aro nob to 
carry arms. The nomadio tribes will bo 
settled upon lands which will bo granted by 
tho government, The Hsmidioh cavalry 
will be subjected to spocial regulations, and 
four officiala will bo sent yoarly from Con- 
atantinopo to inquire into tho abuses of tbo 
new administration.

Connsel For the Prisoner Anuounco 
That Their EvMeuce Is 
All In. 



Disappointing Witnesses — Testimony 
Forthconiinir a- to Queer Doiugs 
In Emanuel, Church. 

San Fxangisoo, Oj6. 22 — Tne defence in 
the Durrant trial praotically oloaed yester- 
day, and DiBtriob Attorney lUrnoa Bald to- 
day at noon that the testimony in rebuttal 
would bo fiaiahed by to-morrow. The argu- 
ment of tho cubo will thoreforo probably bo- 
gin about the laat of tho week. 

YoBtorday afternoon Dr. R. C. McDon- 
ald, an export on tho hallucinations of wo- 
mon, admitted that in a time of groat ex- 
cltoment over an extraordinary crime wo- 
mon often becamo poaaosaed with tho delu- 
sion that they had known of tho oxistcnco of 
alleged facts. He denied, howover, that 
oiderly women woro moro likely to have 
Buch hallucinations than anybody elao, T 
(j neat ion w«« plainly for the purpose cf 
throwing <l '8orod.it on tho testimony of Mrs, 
Lo.k and Mrs. Vogo!, two strong wituossea 
for tho proaeuution. 

Charles T. Lsnahan, who it is assorted 
waa mistaken for Durraut by Pawnbroker 
OppentH'im, made toveral c.'.iillietlng Btate- 
montp. L uahan surprised tho defence by 
testifying that ho never wore a moustache 
in hie life, and that hia visit to Oppenheim'a 
place was after Blanche Lamont'a ringa hud 
beou re v urued to the doad girl's aunt. 

Attorney Dickenson this morning on- 
nouncid trust ho had no further witnesses to 
call in the defence of l'heo. Durrant. Tho 
calling of witnesaos in rebuttal was, there- 
fore, begun by tho proBeoution. The firBt to 
Btop forward waa the treasurer of tho church, 
who waa to refu'.o tho atatemont of Durrant 
that tho trustees asked him to repair tho gaa 
fixtures at tho church laat April. 

D. Cole, U G. Noble, Jos. Davis and Riv. 
Spaulding and A. D. Vogol, trustees of the 
church, when called to tho stand, testified 
that tbey did not ask Durrant to make any 
repairs. 

C. W. Dodger, medical studont, testified 
that on the af 'ornoon of April 3 he saw Dur- 
rant at tho ferry and the prisoner told him 
he was waiting for some members of the 
signal corps whom he expected from Oak- 
land. C. A. DukeB, who aocompaniod Dod- 
ger, corroborated this testimony. 

This boBtimony is important from the faot 
that Durrant, when on the stand, said that 
he waa at tho ferry boat far tho purpose of 
eoarohing for Blanche Limont, who, a mys- 
terious stranger had told him, would cross 
the bay that afternoon. 

A. A. Hobe, an old school mato of Dur- 
rani's, test fied that on tho Bame afternoon 
ho saw Durrant at tho ferry in company with 
a your g woman who answered to the de- 
scription of Minnio Williams, 

Minnie Williams, it appears, oamo over 
from her homo in Alameda that night, and 
next day her budy waa found in Emanuel 
church. The theory of the proseoutlon is 
that instead of being at the ferry to follow 
up a clue cf Blanohe Lamont Darrant was 
there for the purpose of meeting Miaa Wil- 
liams and luring her to her death. 

K A. Closer, a student at the mulical 
collego, testified that on April 10 Durrant 
BBked him to road aloud his notes of Dr. 
Cheney'B leoturo. Glaser said ho road hia 
notos to Durrant, who devoted throe quar- 
ters of an hour to writing in his own noto 
book. 

The defence tried to ahow that it waa the 
custom of Btudonts to oomparo notes, but 
Glaser said Durrant read nothing that pur- 
ported to be his own noteB. 

The prosecution has, i: is said, found a 
witness who will testify that everything 
was not right in Emanuel church prior to 
the murder of Blanche Lamont and Minnie 
Williams. This witness is a colored boot- 
black by the name of Budd Wilson. To- 
night he was served with a subpoena, and 
told his story to Detective Seymour. 

"I know King and Durrant so well that 
they talked freely before me," aaid ho. 
" At first/ 1 waa surprised that such religious 
young men should be carrying on in 
such a fashion, but after a while 
I concluded that they wore about the 
same aa other young men. I learned 
from those two bay a themselves that they 
were taking girls into the ohurch every 
night. 1 often hoard them toll of the fun 
they had there and of tho different girls who 
accompanied thorn. I know myaolf of five 
girla who used to go to church at night with 
those boya. The people in the miealon 
would bo very much surprised if thoy knew 
who tho girla were. They all bolong to re- 
Bpeotablo families, and the worst of it all is 
that their parents never droamed that such 
things were going on." 

District Attorney Barnes hus decided not 
to introduce any experts on handwriting in 
rebuttal. The defence did not go into this 
matter aa deeply as wbb expected, ao that 
there is no real nood of following up the 
handwriting exhibits on behalf of tho people. 
Besides, thero ia bo littlo writing on the 
wrapper and newspaper wh'c'i enclosed 
Blanohe Lamont'a ringa that it would bs 
very diliicult to prove by export testimony 
that it had been written by any particular 
individual. Tho cubjeot of handwriting 
will bo left open for argument beforo tho 
jury.

THE MILITARY ILLUSTRATION. 

Mr. Laurier's Torres Vodras illustration 
was, to say the least, unfortunate. It leads 
thoughtful people to conclude that ho re 
Rarda politics simply aa warfare in which 
the combatants are fightiEg for victory and 
spoils, and for nothing more. Ihepeacoof the 
country and the happiness of the people are 
nothing to him. What he ia aiming at ia to 
get the better of tho enomy at the leaat pos 
Bible coat to himself and his associates 
Any tactics that are likely to accomplish 
this purpose are evidently in hla estimation 
nob only justifiable, bub somothing to be 
proud of. This conclusion ia not unoharlta 
ble ; it is both natural and logl 
cal, Tho issue between the con- 
testants ib one of very great im 
portanco. If the Manitoba school question 
Ib nob settled amicably, and that, too, before 
long, the most serious conscquenoes may 
and most probably will follow. Tho coun 
try will be torn by religious strife and the 
confederation may bo in Imminent daager of 
dissolution, for let the domou of sectarian 
disoord once got Ioobo there is no tolling 
whab may follow. Mr. Laurler knows this, 
He knows that before many weeks the 
people of this Dominion may bo divided into 
two hoBbile camps and passions may be 
roused that cannot bo easily allayed. Being 
fully aware of this he, the Loader of one 
of tho great political parties, stands by and 
watob.es tho attempt of the other great 
political party to effect a settlement of this 
important question with no othor view than 
to baulk tho efforts of his opponent* and to 
bake advantage of any mistake that they 
may make in order to furthor tho interests 
of his party and to advance his own ambi- 
tiouB projoots. It is no matter to him how 
the country may suffer provided the Liber- 
als win. This is what Mr. Laurier's mili- 
tary illustration means, if it means any- 
thing at all. The oountry, by Mr. Laurier's 
own admission, is in danger. The Govern 
menb is trying to avert that danger, ib may 
be wisely or it may bo unwiBoly, and tho 
patriotio Loador of the Opposition stands by, 
nob idly, bub doing his beat to fruabrato the 
Government's efforts. 

That Mr. Laurior is alivo to tho difficulty 
and the danger of the situation is evident 
from his own utterancoa. It was only the 
othor day that ho said : " Hub when they 
(tho Government ) have a difficult quoation to 
deal with— and it is a difficult quoation I ad- 
mit at once, beoauso it lends to givo rise to 
bhoso religious passions which are always 
dangerous In any land — then they turn 
round and say : ' Why does not Mr 
Laurier como to our help and reacuo ua J" 
They havo not dono this, but 
if Mr. Laurior were the patriot 
that ho protoads to bo he would 
do what ho aould to help the Government 
without boing asked. Tho roaaon why he 
has not dono so ho gives In this precious 
illustration of his. Ho looks upon politics 
as warfare, in which it ia tho buBinoas of oil 
engaged in It to do everything in their power 
to defeat their opponents, no matter whab 
bhe consequences to tho country may be. 

Mr. Laurior, wo are convinced, evon if ho 
wero patriotio enough to holp tho Govern 
menb in this mattor — whiohho somo time ago 
deolarod was nob a political one— could do 
vory little indeed. Ho would not ba ablo 
bo Induce his French Canadian 
countrymen to recodo from tho position they 
havo taken, and ib is oub of h ia power to 
porsuado the majority In Manitoba to 
redress tho griovanoo of whiah the minority 
complain. Mr. Laurior knows woll onough 
that ho could nob aab tho part of reaouer, 
and this is why ho treats tho Manitoba 
quostion in suah a gingerly and oIubIvo way; 
bub he might show his good will and his 
love for his country in doing whab ho could 
to got tho Dominion oub of the difficulty in 
which ib has boon placod by no fault 
of tho Government. Ho would then 
havo tUe satisfaction of knowing that he 
had done his duty as a good Canadian, Ho 
did nob do this. Ho proforrod bo geb behind 
bhe hilla and fortifications and cynically 
watch his oountrymon whilo bhoy aro doing 
whab thoy can to avert the danger which 
"■breatons the country : and ho is so Iobd to 
■name aa to boaab of his unpatriotic inaction. 



UNRELIABLE ACCOUNTS. 

Writing of the disturbance made in Con- 
tantinoploby the Armenians, and the man- 
ner in which the riotors were treated by the 
Turkish Government, Harold Frederio in his 
weekly latter to the New York Times say* : 

Unfortunately we have passed tho stage, 
however, when press statements of what 
does happen to them (the Armenian! ) can 
be ab all relied on. The correspondents at 
Constantinople are sending what their paporB 
want for political purposes at home, and it 
is impossible not to see that the 
tales of maeBacro, torture and hide- 
ous atrooites held up by Armenian 
sympathisers o.ro largely snide to order. 
From the fairest obsorvors wo get a general 
impression that the Turkish polioo have be- 
haved well except in ono instance whoro 
their violeuco inside a prison to Armenian 
captives ia explained by the assertion that 
the latter were armed and resisted foroibly. 
Aa to tho unofficial bloodshed, the Arme- 
nians wore the original aggressors, and tho 
Moslem population had boon told for montha 
that tho Armenian seoret sooietles wero 
armed and preparing for rlotB, and acted 
accordingly when tho riot came. Both sides 
ropreaono a civilization nob ab all ours, and 
thoy fighb with much natural brutality, bub 
a dozen of tho world's groat Christian 
citieH oould be numed which witnessed 
in one day equally bloody combats, accom- 
panied by infinitely greator disasters to those 
actually engaged in tho row. 

Ib Ib nob pleasant to think that tho tool- 
ings of Christians in tho West havo boon 
harrowed and their indignation roused by 
lies manufactured and published for the ex 
press purpose of exciting anger against the 
Turks and creating sympathy for the Ar- 
menians. Thero ia too muoh roaaon to be 
lievo that the groat parb of tho accounts of 
what wao alleged to have happened not only 
in Constantinople but in Armenia, was pure 
fiction or the truth greatly and maliciously 
exaggerated. Truthfulness does nob seem 
to bo one of the virtuoB of Ar 
menian patriots. Many of thorn Boom 
to think that tho end justifies 
tho means, and that thero is nothing wrong 
in thoir lying about tho TurkB if their men- 
dacity will havo tho effoot of rouBlng sympa- 
thy for thoir follow oountrymon and obtain 
ing for thorn some rollof Harold Frederic 
ia not tho only journalist in Kuropo that has 
within his roach tho means of finding out 
what has actually happened in Armonla who 
regards with incredulity and distrust tho ao 
oounta of outrage and oppression that are 
sent by Armenians to Western oountrles. 
This is to bo regrettod for the Bake of tho 
Armenians themselves, for when people in 
tho Wost come to disbrusb the nows from 
Armenia aonb by Armenians they will come 
to regard aocounts that are undeniably true 
aB manufactured for tho occasion. 



UNITED STATES CURRENCY. 

The currenoy question is still a burning 
ono in tho United States. The agitation for 
bhe free coinage of silver has in some degree 
abated, but men of business still fear that 
the day may come whon the Government 
will nob bo ablo bo redeem its paper with 
gold. The gold reserve is still anxiously 
watched and every export of gold oausos 
moro or less uneasiness. It is now generally 
admitted that the currency syBtem of the 
United States is an unsound one and many 
of the host men in ths country are consider 
ing how it oan be replaced by one which 
will be both sound and Btable. 
Tho Government of tho country aro ob fully 
alive to the weakness and the unreliability 
of the ourrency aa aro tho most enlightened 
of the business men, but they are powerless 
in the matter. They could not apply a 
remedy if they disoovorod ono. Secretary 
Carlisle in a speeoh which he made a short 
tlmo ago pointed out the weak places in the 
BVBtem with groat force and clearness 
Among other things, he said : 

" Tho Government of the United States 
ought nob to be engaged in the business of 
issuing notes bo circulate aa monoy, It ia 
not a proper function of that Government, 
and the sooner this truth ia realized by the 
people the bebtor ib will bo for tho country. 

" My contention is that tho notes ought 
nob to bo kopb outstanding, bub should be 
retired and cancollod aa speedily as a aound 
and aafo currency can bo provided to take 
thoir plaoeB. There can bo no financial re 
poso in this country so long as these notes 
constitute a part of our currency, because 
tho fact that they exiBt compels the Govern 
moot to provide a large gold rosorve, which, 
in tho vory nature of things, cannot bo per- 
manently maintained at any fixed amount, 
and whenever ib begiua to diminish, dis- 
trust and apprehension arise in tho public 
minds, valueB aro unsettled, buainese is die 
barbed, and moro or leaa loas ia ontulled up 
on tho pooplo. 

" After the experience of the last three 
yoara It aooma almost inoredtblo that a pro 
position to retire theao notes should encoun 
tor aerioua oppoaltion, though thero is, of 
course, room for wide differences of opinion 
aa to tho manner in which it ahall bo 
accomplished, and aa to tho character of 
1 ho currency that ahall bo aubstituted for 
them." 



or lesa discredit his every announcement and 
act; and personR would regard his move- 
ments jealously." 

Ib Ib more than likely that tho above cx- 
traat contains Mr. Cloveland'a vlewB with re- 
Bpeot to a third term. Ho is an observant 
man and he possesses a largo share of com- 
mon sense. Ho is nob the kind of man who 
would allow himself to entertain an ambition 
which ib would be impossible to realize, and 
he would bo as likely as any man in tho 
country to know whether or not tho position 
was attainable. 

The Domoorats will, therefore, bo obliged 
to look olsewhore for a candidate. As cir- 
cumstances are ib does nob Boem at all likely 
that thoy could elect the beat man in their 
ranks, and aa President Cleveland is out of 
the running the beab man ia not ovailable. 
Mr. Whitney and Mr. Olney uro spoken of 
as possible candidates. Hill la ambitious, 
and ho will leave no stone unturned to ae- 
ours tho nomination. But the Domoorats 
themselves soom to be in a state of completo 
uncertainty as to tho man thatwill be aeloct- 
ed. Ib appears settlod that he is to bo an 
Eiatorn man. 

The Republicans soom to bo in tho samo 
position aa tho Domoorats aB to tho men 
whom they shall nominate. Reed of Maine 
is apokon of, and so is MoKinloy of Ohio, 
but vory little is said about tho proBpocts 
of either of thorn. Ab tho Ropubllcon candi- 
date atauds a good chance of being tho next 
Prosidont, ib may ba somewhat difficult for 
the party to ahooso a nominee. 

LAURIER'S WAY. 

Tho Toronto Mail and Empire of tho I Oth 
inst. contains a very good oxamplo of Mr. 
Laurior's spooiouB and protentiouB way of 
oaying nothing. Hero it iB : 

Tho Manitoba aootion of Mr. Laurior's 
Onturio speech is a characteristic composi- 
tion. Observe tho profundity of this re- 
mark : " Every right that was granted by 
the constitution was to mejoritios or minori- 
ties, and must bo kopb inviolate, and ib was 
the duty of the government either to grant 
or refuse an appeal as tho facts of the case 
might warrant." This is an astounding 
pieoo of news. If correctly under- 
stood, it Is a positive declara 
tion tbab when tho constitution accords 
a right that right ia eojoyod by thoao 
who eejoy it. Should thoso people be in 
the minority they are nob in the majority, 
On the other hand, if they are in tho major 
ity tbey are nob in the minority. Whore an 
appeal la made on the ground that tho right 
haB been violated, " Ib is tho duby of the 
Govornmont" — now ib is coming — " oither 
to grant or refuse it as bhe facts of the case 
may warrant." Mr. Liurior might have 
added that If the appeal Is granted it Is nob 
rofusod ; wboreap, lf ib is refused it is not 
granted. It soemB that the Government haB 
not kept these great principles In mind. 
Had it done so ib would havo known that 
tho entire issue is a question of fact, and 
would have long ago appointed a commls 
slon to Bottlo it. 



THE THIRD TERM. 

Pooplo in tho Uoitod States aro beginning 
to woudor who is to bo tho next Prosidont 
Tho Republicans say thob Mr. Cleveland ia 
maruiuvring to gab tho Democratic nomin 
atlon. They aoaorb that there are many in 
dicatlons that ho iB desirous of being Preai 
dent for tho third time. Thoso, however, 
who claim to bo in the confidence of the 
Prosidont say that ho has no such dealro 
Soorotary Lamonb is represented in tho New 
York Herald as saying : 

" Mr. Cleveland does nob boliovo tbab any 
utterances of his on tho subjoob oould by any 
possibility bo proper. Ho has bold mo, and 
I boliovo ho haB told Mr. Carlisle and Mr 
Olnoy, that ho would nob take a third term; 
did not want a thiid torm ; did not boliovo 
that a thinl torm was thoproperthlngforany 
Prosidont to aim at or possiblo for him to 
get. Ho emphasized his understanding to 
all of us that he regardod two torms as tho 
limit under the unwribton law of the land 
Ho does nob boliovo that American senti- 
monb would juatify or applaud anything bo 
yond ft second borm. And ho oarncstly do 
procatos all discussion of the matter, and 
particularly that side of tho disoussion 
whiah favors tho third torm. Ho feels that 
ib pubs him in a false and embarrassing 
light ; that it not only brings him into an 
unfortunate attitude, but weakonB his offi- 
oial power for good. To know thab a Proal- 
dont waa aiming ab a third borm would more

The "Empress" Experiences Ronsrh 
Weather- Steamer "Belajic" 
Successfully Flouted. 

Additional Details as to. the Wreck 
of the "Leroy Somers "—Water- 
trout Notes. 



Tho seaworthiness of the R.M.S. Empress 
of Japan waB thoroughly tested by a ty 
phoon whioh Bhe waa forced to ride out two 
days after ahe departed from Yokohama for 
thia port. Tho storm— evidently the namo 
riot of tho olemonta of which tho Victoria 
had a taste — waa encountered ten daya ago, 
and yet the amokeatacka of tho white liner 
were not yet olear of the salt when ebo i»r 
rived hero yeBtorday. Her trial waB a Bovere 
one and yet tho verdict of tho paeaongerB ia 
unanimous — that tho Empress la tho finest 
aeiboat that over turned acrow in tho Paci 
tic. After emerging from tho typhoon fair 
weather waB experienced all tho way to tho 
Cape, from whioh point tho fog waa a trifle 
bothersomo. There waa no dolay, howover, 
and the steamship passed on to Vancouver 
before 4 o'clock last evoniug. Of tho first 
claaa passengers who lef c the vesaol horo the 
most notable woro Mr. W. F. Hums, Mr. C 
W. Gordon, Mr. J. Hirper, Mrs. Stott and 
Mrs. Walter Young. Mr. Burns iB a New 
York business man, who, during the p:»a 
fifteen yoara, has visited overy corner of th 
globo and haa made himeelf practically 
familiar with the characteristics and com 
moro.al enterprise of each. Ho is now re 
turning to New York from Japiu whero ho 
haa boon doing considerable buainesa for the 
Amoricin Cotton Oil Cn. and tho Standard 
Telephone Co., of Now York, a largo number 
of whose linee aro at present in Borvico 
in tho far Gnat. Mr. Gordon and Mr 
Harper aro prominent buainosa men of 
Bangkok, Slam, who aro at present on their 
way to Eagland ; Mr. Young is a prosper- 
ous resident of Yokohama, who ia enjoying 
a tour ; and Mra. Stott ia returning to Eng- 
land from Foochow, where ahe haa apent the 
past 2G yeara in miaalonary work. Shu waB 
not involved in the recent anti-missionary 
disturbances, Int was closo enough to the 
agitated contre to feel considerable alarm 
The dissatisfaction among the foreign reel 
donta In regard to tho punishment meted 
out to the rioters is now generally ended, 
the majority being agreed that justice has 
bBen done. Mias Birclsley, who haa been 
Mrs. Stott'a companion for the past six 
years, accompanies her home. The other 
pasBongera by the EmpreaB, who 
take train eaet or south from 
Vancouver to-day, were Mr. G. E, A. Ca- 
dell, for upwarda of 23 yeara acting British 
conBul at Cebu, in the Philippines ; Dr, Ban 
Sang, the famoua Chineae-born dootor of 
Chicago, and hia interesting family ; Capt. 
Elaxland, R N. ; Mr. M. W. Aloook, Mr. 
Horace Dutton, Mr. F. E. Fernald, Mr. R. C 
Hope, Mra. and Miea Little, Mr. C. T. Mar- 
shall, Mr. J. E. A. Cadeli, Mr. John Schall, 
Mr. J. Slmma, Mr. H. Sugihara, Mr. G. C 
Turner, and Mr. F. H. Walker. There 
were also 17 intermediate passengers and 
211 Chineao in the Bteerage— beaidea a full 
general cargo. On the morning that the 
EmpreBB Bailed from Yokohama the work 
of raising the wreoked eteamer Belglo waa 
successfully aooompliBhnd and that vea 
eel waB towed to Yokohama, where 
ahe ia to receive her repairs 
The roleaso of the big steamship was accom 
pllshed chiefly through the ubo of a dozen 
heavy anchors, operated with a small flset 
of steamers and with the assistance of a fav- 
orablo tide. Of course the condition of the 
unfortunate veseel could not be learned by 
tho Empress' passengers ; and the secret of 
how she was put ashore remains as much of 
a mystery as ever. 



Yesterday the aohoouer Fawn arrived 
alongside the wharf at the railroad bridge 
and her skins, 776 in numbor, were landed 
and got ready for shipment. Her crew gavo 
additional information concerning the wreok 
of the Amerioan three-masted oohooner Le- 
roy Somere. They state that the veaael's 
forward gear is pretty much all gone and 
that her stern ia badly crushed with tho 
rocks. The Fawn had Bpoken her about ten 
minutes before the accident, and after its 
occurrence the Fawn'B mate pulled 
over to her to aee what could 
bo done. The only holp aBked for was the 
conveyance of tho news of tho mishap to 
Rothaohild &. Co., San Franoiaco, owners of 
the vessel ; thia the mate of the Fawn un- 
dertook to do. It waa early Monday morn- 
ing when theSomera atruck, and it was ex- 
pected then that the Fawn would reach 
Victoria tho Bamo day ; but auch proved 
not to bo tho case owing to the unfavorable 
weather. What work waa done yesterday 
towards rescuing tho Somors could not be 
learned. 

The Fawn makes the second last schooner 
home, the Mascot not having yet arrived ; 
she is expeotod daily. Collector A. R. Milne 
has now his official annual statement of tho 
sealing industry for 1805 about complete 
It is a comprehensive work and practically 
includes tho loga of fifty odd achoonera. Its 
main foaturoa aro the looatlon whero each 
Bkin was secured, ita date of capture and ite 
description, whothor male or femalo, etc.

" The Victoria branch of ttfb Young Wo- 
men's Christian AaaocUtlon," to quote the 
annml roport of Miaa Edith Carr, iho hon 
orary aeoretary, " will enter upon the third 
year of ita existence next Sunday, tho 13th 
of Ootobor. Although that day will bu the 
second annivoraary ot its exielenco as an as- 
sociation of Christian women for Christian 
work, it ia within the last year that it haa 
boon organized as a public institution 
Rooms wero rented in Government street, 
and on Dacembjr IS the first meeting was 
held. There wore thon 57 mornberB. A few 
months later Mtsa ArmatroDg waa appointed 
general eecrotury, and wan In tho rooms 
every woek day from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m ; on 
Sunday afternoons ahe was present to con- 
duct a Bible claaa. Members of tho associa- 
tion took charge of tho rooms alternately 
in the evenings, and occasion- 
ally social meetings were arranged, 
which wero generally well attended. 
A league, consiatiug of fifty young men 
c mtributing each ten cents per mouth for 
the hire of a piano, waa startod by Mrs. 
Walt, and up to tho present time tho ex- 
penses havo been mot and tho piano is 
thoroughly appreciated by iho members. In 
August it waa found necessary to remove to 
more commodious quarters, and the aooioty't 
present rooms in Johuaou Btreot over Shut- 
bolt's drug storo wero engAged. They are 
in charge of a matron who resides on the 
premises, and in addition to pleasant read- 
ing and lunch and oommittee rooms, inolude 
two well furnished bed rooms. There the 
association is able to receivo as boarders any 
young women who may arrive as atrangeia 
in the city, or indeed, any who may wish 
to avail thomsolvea of thd advantages offered 
them. The asaociation'a wort Is carried on 
by olovon standing committees which un- 
dertake Bible study, eowlng for the relief of 
the poor, the visiting of the aick, the 
management of the house and finance, 
social and educational work and a woman's 
exohanga. The convenera of theBO commit- 
teos, together with the officers, form the 
executive commltteo of the association, 
which meets monthly to receivo reports and 
to transact business. There is also a general 
meeting of the members of the association 
overy quarter. The commltteos hav 
only very rocently been organized, but 
already they aro producing good results 
During tho year the local association has 
affiliated with the English association, th 
fee being fixed at two cents per member. A 
world'a council of the Y.W.C A. haa been 
formed in tho hope that through it the dlf 
ferent branches may be kept in touch with 
one another. Last year at tho annual meGt 
ing of the Victoria branoh, when Rev. Dr 
Campbell spoke of the possibilities of the 
work entered upon, they Beamed almoBt 
overwhelming, but there is scarcely a branch 
of work of which he then apoke that has not 
now been taken up. There is work for 
every member of the association, and each 
may offar her sorvices to that committee 
with whoso alms sho is most in sympathy 
But In the midst n : all active work members 
muet not forgp*- . fiat it ia the spiritual work 
that is the mult important, and that the 
prayer uri u membership is the principal 
bond of ii ' ion."

PRIVATE BILLS. 



TO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
persons who propose to Introduce Privato 
Bills at tho next Bession of tho Legislature, tho 
Speaker has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho distinct 
ivo character of such measures: 

Evory Bill for the particular interest or bon 
efit of any porson or persons is treated in Par- 
liament aa a Privato Bill. Whothor It bo for 
tho interest of an individual, a publia company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, if Is equally distinguished from a 
measure of public policy. In which tho wholo 
community aro interested ; and this dieting 
tion is markod by tho solicitation of Private 
Bills by tho parties themselves whoso interests 
aro concorned. By tho standing orders of the 
Houbo all Privato Bills, or Bills to amend tho 
samo, are required to bo brought In upon poti 
tlon, and tho paymont of feea by tho promoters 
is an Indispensable condition to their progress 
Public Billa to amend Privato Bills can bo in 
troduced by a member of tho Government, but 
not by a privato member.

THE HAND OF PRINCE PAK. 

Although an Exile In America lie Is Htlll an 
Important Factor In Koreun 
Affairs. 

Although an exile in America with a prico 
upon hla head, Prince Pick Yong Ho still 
exerniBos an indirect hut no lens poworful 
influence In Korean tfl'dre. Hla hand is 
seen in tho recent revolution in tho Hermit 
Kingdom nnd In the death of tho Queen 
by whoao decrco hla banishment was ordered 
The following editorial upon the Korean 
Bituation from the Wkohama Advertiser 
will bo rend with interest here : — 

" Aided by cur knowledgo of atTiiirs in 
Korea, wo may gather that the Immediate 
cause of tho outbreak haa been oorrootly 
described as owing to tho disuffeotion of tho 
trained army. 'X'his body was organized at 
tho instance of Pak Yong Ho, tho cffiolal 
who had to [tieo hastily from hla native land 
to oBcapo tho hutred of his Queen, and tho 
intention was that it should form the nu- 
cleus of a Korean army, its membors 
being trained in tho use of foreign 
arms and in foreign drill, so that they 
miflht bo available as inBtructorB. After 
P.ik'i flight t hie socalltd army fell into die- 
graco ; its offioers went away and never re- 
turned ; it oamo to be regardod uo a dinger- 
oui element in the capital ; till at leogth, 
i a the telegrams lnfermB us, its abolition 
had been decided on. Why these men 
should turn for Ioadoishlp to tho Talwon- 
tun, whoso dire enmity Pak bad 
aroused by sending hia grandson Into 
exllo, ia a question that can only bo 
acawored by diacriblrg tie involved 
and unsettled condition of Korean politics. 
But it eeoms certain that they havo had a 
common end in view ; tho overthrow of the 
Min Influence, 

" 1 ho development of this affair will bo 
watched with interest. It has boon felt that 
in Korea lies the beginning of an Eastern 
war, and it ia just such an episode 
as this that is beBt Bulted to hrirg 
mattorB in tho small kingdom to 
a^crsis. Tho Japanoeo appear to have, 
in a small way, played their usual rolo. Thb 
King appoalod to Viscount Miura aa soon 
as firing hogan, and that officer ab onoo 
procetdod to tho palaco with a small body of 
troopa and parted tho combatants, tho Tai- 
wonkun being auccoeaful in gaining ontranco 
to the palace during the turmoil. The 
Japnnoso government has ordered several 
Bhips of war to Korea, and tho Tsububa, 
whloh haa been cruising on the Bouthweat 
coast of tho ponlnsula, is practically on tho 
spot,"

The O-iklunds fire hall question came up 
again at tho city council meeting last night 
and resulted in tho adoption of tho Clarko 
Bito. 

:Ud. Cameron and Williams were not 
present at the meeting. 

Tho fire wardens reported that they had 
concluded to proceed with tho erection of a 
small fire hall ou tho Clarke eito and reocm- 
mended that the city barristers bo instructed 
to draw up an agroomcnt between the oity 
and the owners of tho Bite. Tho wardens 
also roported that they had inquired into 
tho matter of W. Duncan and lound that 
tho chief's order was at once complied with 
by Mr. Duncan and that the grievance if 
uuy wua very trivial. Tho contract for tho 
oxerciae waenn hud been awarded to J, 
Meaton for $1272. 

Tho laBt Item was Bigned only by two 
wardens, Aid. Partridge not concurring aa 
the sum for the wagon exceeded $200. 

In reference to tho contraot for the exor- 
oiBe wugon for the firo department, W. J. 
Ledingham wrote complaining that the 
specifications had not beon such us to enable 
an intelligent tender to be made. 

Alii Bkaco stated that the firo wardens 
had lefb the specifications to ha drawn up by 
tho purchasing ugents, und if there wns any 
thinp; wrong with them it was not tho fault 
of tho tire wardens. It was too late to do 
anything now. 

Ald Wilson considered tho Iotter oow 
ardly and contemptiblo. If Mr. Ledingham 
bad found anything wrong with the specifi- 
cations ho had nmplo time to draw the fire 
wardens' attention to tho inattor botwoen 
the time the tendera were called for and re 
ceived. 

Ald Partridoe wbb sorry thab an ex 
alderman should Bond in such a letter. Mr 
Ledingham might easily have drawn the 
fire wardenB' attention to anything he con 
sidered lacking in the specifications whan 
they ware firsb aent out. The lottor wbb 
filed, and tho part of the report referring to 
the wsgon and in regard to the Duncan in- 
quiry was adopted. 

Then in reference to the Oakland fire hall, 
W. C Newburn wrote renewing his offer 
to erect a building on hia land on Lana- 
downe road and allowing the city to use it 
aa a fire hall i >i five yean at a nominal 
rental of $1 a year. This letter had been 
read before- the fire wardens' roport, and 
was refer t«d to the fire wardens, 

Ald Macmillan wanted the portion' of 
the re^ .rb referring to the fire hall laid over 
till the Newburn offer waa reported upon. 

Ald. HUMPHREY did not see where the 
money to baild a fire hall on tho Clarke aite 
was to come from. 

Ald Partridoe roplied that the fire 
wardens had tho $160 to do the work. The 
Clarke site had been agreed upon already 
and the fire wardena were determined to put 
the hall there. 

Ald Wilson wae opposed to the New- 
burn site, as tho Clarke site wub more cen- 
tral, und in fact the majority of tho Oakland 
people did not want the Newburn site. 

Ald MoLellan said that Aid. Macmll- 
ian hud tried to mislead people into think- 
ing he (Aid. MoLellan) hud nob favored a 
firo hall for OaklandB, 

This Aid. Muomillan denied and, inter- 
rupting Aid. MoLellan, the Utter turned on 
him somewhat warmly and said he was not 
going to allow himself to be interrupted. 

Ald Macmillan then had hU Bay, dis- 
claiming having intonded to convey any 
misinterpretation of Aid. McLellan'u atti- 
tude on the firo hall question. 

Ald. Hall did not seo why $160 should 
bo frittered away on a hall on tho Clarko 
Bite whon the Newburn hall waa offered for 
nothing. 

After a somewhat lengthy talk the report 
of tho fire wardens favoring the Ulaike slto 
was adopted. 

Helsterman & Co. complained that tho 
drain from tho Orphans' Home waB allowed 
to empty on to fields uaed for pasturing 
milk cows. 

Ald MoLellan explained that the city 
engineer wub already attending to the nuis 
ance.
